After a few days the time allowed for the 


Introduction of bills will have expired, and 
then tbe serious work of the general assembly 
should begin. Among the hundreds of pro- 
posed measures now before that body there 
are ot course some of great importance. 
Among these last is the forestry bill, and no 
matter which, shall be brought to tbe attention 
of the present legislature can be ot greater 
uigency. It Is hoped that tbe bill in question 
will receive most o*>uest consideration. 


It Is admitted, almost unanimously, that 


tbe eTisfHng w«ste and destruction of forest 
growth, will, if not soon, checked, be fatal to 
the best Interests of the state; and yet the in 
difference-shown upon the subject by mapy is 
strange, and in a mmsure disheartening to 
those who are aroused to the necessity for 
action. The minds of most people are occupied 
with the affairs ot to-day and they cannot be 
made to *»te» look abend. 


The >arfons articles upon forestry that have 
ately been published In the state, «»d the 
organisation of the State ForosUy association 
and Its subsequent action, have done some- 
thing toward breaking the spell »tiJ awaken- 
ing our people to the- Impending danger. The 
Forestiy association, for the limited time It 
lias boon }n existence, baa done a good work, 
and in the months to come Its efforts should 
be effectively seconded by tbe state authori- 
ties. The state, by Ingal enactments should 
now supplant the work of the association »nd 
furnish me»na for the successful prosecution 
of the enteiyrise so well commenced. 


Tbe forestry bill now in the hands of the 


committee is of course not perfect, but tlie 
m&in features of" It meet with quite general 
approval. It vests authority In a board of 
state forest commissioners, and imposes 
upon Die various connty commissioners and 
ro»d overseers powers «nj duties in connec- 
tion with the forests. In other words, it is 
made the special duty of certain sttte and 
county officers to proteci, owlet*1" wid in- 
crease so tar as possible tbe forest mowlh ot 
the state. The bill calls for a moderate ex- 
penditure of money, and provides for the 
proper and economical use ot funds under 
the direction Of the state commissioners, 'i be 
subject U a pressing one, and mistaken idsas 
ot economy should not prevent our general 
assembly from taking decisive action at this 
time. 
, 


Colorado has organised n state .forestry 


association, "to put a stop to the mutilations 
of our mountains aud rauofls.'" The Orooley 
'Tribune says, "tbe reckless destruction of 
limber by tie men and sawmill bushwhackers 
amounting Id hundreds ot thousands oC doU 
Ian damage each year." A bill has been 
drafted which the legislature will be asked to 
pass with the view of insuring tbe proposed 
reform, and efforts will also he made to in- 
crease ttco growth by establishing local plnnt- 
ing and protective societies In tho vailous 
towns. This scorns to be on several accounts

For weeks »nfl months at 
a time there will be clMr sunlight *nd not a 
cloud in the sky. During the summer months 
there are light showers frequently day after 
day, but •" a rule DO hetv/ or prolonged 
storms. There IB no really dis-groc»ble 
weather only during tbe months of V«rch 
•nd April, when wind end snow stoiins are 
frequently «njeriencf«l. Little if «ny sdow 
falls during the winter muutba, and although 
the theiuiometer occasionally falls below zero, 
the sun during tbe j,in»ter pvt of tbe day Is 
warm -""d the wi«ther mild 
in tbe summer,
